in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  2.     To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  4.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  5.     To  choose  Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  sehool  district  will  accept 
the  provisions  of  RSA  195-A  (as  amended)  providing 
for  the  establishment  of  an  area  school  or  schools  located

The  A.R.E.A.  Planning  Committee  authorized  at 
the  last  annual  school  district  has  met  with  similar 
committees  from  Lebanon  and  Plainfield  several  times 
during  the  summer  and  fall.  After  much  discussion  and 
exploration  the  total  committee  formulated  Articles  of 
Agreement  to  be  voted  on  by  the  citizens  of  the  Dis- 
trict at  the  forthcoming  annual  meeting  of  the  school 
district.  Consultation  service  was  given  by  the  State 
Depar  tment  of  Education  and  ideas  from  other  approved 
A.R.E.A.  plans  were  reviewed.  The  proposed  Articles 
of  Agreement  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  and  if  voted  by  the  District  the  A.R.E.A. 
plan  would  go  into  effect,  July  1,  1967. 

The  Planning  Committee  recommends  the  adoption 
of  the  proposed  Articles  of  Agreement  for  the  following 
reasons: 

a.  There  is  greater  security  for  all  districts  regard- 
ing space  for  the  students  of  the  grades  involved. 

b.  Grantham  and  Plainfield^  as  sending  Districts, 
would  have  some  "say"  in  the  school  policies 
and  practices,  as  outlined  Section  L  of  the 
Articles  of  Agreement. 

c.  Lebanon  would  be  able  to  improve  its  present 
comprehensive  curriculum,  knowing  that  the 
number  of  tuition  pupils  would  be  more  con- 
stant over  the  years. 

d.  All  three  districts  would  realize  savings  if  the 
plan  is  voted  at  the  annual  meetings.  This  will 
be  explained  later. 

MAIN  FEATURES  OF  ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT 
Tuition  is  established  by  the  estimated   per   pupil 

costs  for  the  grades  covered  by  the  AREA  plan. 

If  the  plan  is  voted,  the  rental  charge  now  being 

added  to  the  per  pupil  cost  would  be  eliminated. 
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The  receiving  District,  Lebanon,  will  receive  the  ad- 
ditional building  aid  for  bond  payments.  This  includes 
present  bond  payments  as  well  as  future  payments. 

The  incentive  aid,  when  voted  by  the  General  Court, 
will  be  credited  to  the  sending  Districts  to  reduce  the 
tuition  costs,  EVEN  MORE. 

At  least  two  meetings  a  year  must  be  held  jointly 
between  the  Lebanon  School  Board  and  the  School 
Boards  of  Grantham  and  Plainfield.  Members  of  the 
Grantham  and  Plainfield  School  Boards  may  attend  any 
meeting  of  the  Lebanon  School  Board  any  time.  The 
purpose  of  the  joint  meetings  is  to  discuss  policies,  pro- 
grams and  curriculum  of  the  Lebanon  system. 

Students  now  attending  school  elsewhere  for  the 
grades  involved  in  the  AREA  School  shall  be  permitted 
to  finish  in  that  school  if  they  desire. 

All  students  starting  school  in  September  after  the 
AREA  School  has  been  established  must  attend  the 
AREA  School,  unless  tuition  is  paid  elsewhere  by  the 
parents. 

These  articles  of  agreement  may  be  amended  or 
terminated  at  such  time  that  is  agreeable  to  the  three 
districts,  providing  there  is  no  conflict  with  the  law. 
There  has  to  be  a  minimum  of  twenty  years  or  until 
all  bond  obligations  have  been  paid  by  the  receiving 
district. 

The  benefits  Grantham  will  receive  if  the  plan  is 
voted  are  numerous,  as  the  plan  calls  for  students  in 
grades  7  and  8  in  the  District  to  attend  the  Lebanon 
Junior  High  School.  This  change  will  enable  the  stu- 
dents to  have  a  much  more  comprehensive  curriculum, 
plus  other  opportunities  not  now  available. 

It  is  also  the  intent  of  the  planning  committee  to 
encourage  district  transportation  for  all  students  attend- 
ing the  AREA  School,  grades  7-12.  This  would  provide 
a  much  safer  method  of  getting  to  school  than  now 
encountered  by  many  students. 
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In  order  to  give  a  fair  picture  of  the  financial 
aspects  of  the  AREA  plan,  an  average  number  of  7th 
and  8th  graders  has  been  taken.  Based  on  present 
enrollment  in  grades  1-6,  it  is  estimated  for  the  next 
six  years  an  average  of  fourteen  7th  and  8th  graders 
would  be  tuitioned  if  the  plan  is  voted.  However,  for 
the  next  two  years  the  number  would  be  10  and  11. 
Using  the  average  of  14,  you  will  note  that  the  budget 
under  the  AREA  plan  is  slightly  higher.  However,  if 
the  exact  number  of  10  and  11  were  used  for  the  next 
two  years  the  budget  under  the  AREA  plan  would  be 
lower.  It  appears  that  the  year  1970-71  will  be  the 
peak  year  for  7th  and  8th  graders,  but  note  the  num- 
ber who  would  be  going  to  senior  high  decreases.  Using 
the  18  that  would  be  going  in  1970-71,  the  AREA  plan 
would  be  $2,740  more.  (See  the  Supt.  of  Schools'  report 
for  projected  tuition  enrollments) 

However,  it  is  hoped  and  felt  that  implementation 
of  the  incentive  aid  will  be  forthcoming  from  the  State 
and  if  such  is  the  situation,  then  the  cost  to  the  Dis- 
trict will  be  reduced.  Using  the  year  1970-71  as  a  basis, 
as  this  would  be  the  year  when  all  pupils  would  have 
to  attend  the  AREA  School,  the  District  would  receive 
$3,705  in  aid  from  the  State  under  the  incentive  plan, 
if  implemented.     This  is  figured  as  follows: 

23  7-8-9         graders  at  $60        $1380 

31  10-11-12  graders  at  $75  2325 

$3705 
Even  though  the  number  of  tuition  pupils  will  be 
increasing,  and  we  are  sure  that  all  of  the  voters  de- 
sire that  our  students  finish  high  school,  benefits  will 
far  exceed  the  disadvantages,  and  could  cost  the  District 
less  money.  It  is  hoped  that  you  will  support  this  plan 
to  enable  the  District  to  realize  the  benefits  of  the  AREA

To  the  Citizens  and  Voters  of  the 
Grantham  School  District: 

FOREWORD 

Elsewhere  is  the  report  and  recommendations  of 
the  Planning  Committee  for  the  Authorized  Regional 
Enrollment  Area  study  authorized  at  the  last  annual 
district  meeting.  It  is  hoped  that  each  of  you  will  read 
the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  committee  and 
support  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March, 
1967. 

The  committees  in  all  three  districts  met  several 
times  and  are  in  strong  support  of  the  plan.  The  total 
committee  was  very  cognizant  of  the  needs  and  desires 
of  each  district  and  drafted  articles  of  agreement  that 
took  into  consideration  these  needs  and  desires.  Through- 
out all  the  meetings  the  spirit  of  cooperation  was  very 
evident  and  no  one  group  attempted  to  dominate  in 
the  proceedings. 

This  A.R.E.A.  plan  had  been  originally  recom- 
mended by  the  "Interim  Commission  on  Education" 
which  was  established  by  the  1961  session  of  the  General 
Court.  The  Articles  of  Agreement  have  the  unanimous 
support  of  the  committees  from  the  three  districts  and 
have  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

I  personally  feel  the  plan  should  have  the  support 
of  the  district  and  hope  that  your  vote  will  so  indicate. 
I  feel  that  the  plan  has  many  advantages  for  each  dis- 
trict and  far  outweigh  any  disadvantages.  Usually  in 
agreements  such  as  the  one  being  proposed,  sacrifices 
are  made  by  a  few;  but  the  general  welfare  of  the 
majority  is  being  improved  under  the  A.R.E.A.  plan.

Based  on  present  enrollments  and  pre-school  census 
figures  the  number  of  students  that  will  be  tuitioned 
will  level  off.  The  total  will  range  between  35  and  45 
if  all  six  secondary  grades  are  tuitioned. 

BUDGET 
The  proposed  budget  for  1967-68  is  given  in  two 
ways:  one  keeping  the  schools  as  they  are  presently 
organized,  with  the  tuition  pupils  going  to  both  Lebanon 
and  Newport  and  furnishing  their  own  transportation, 
and  the  second  pian  shows  the  financial  effect  of  the 
AREA  plan.  In  both  instances  the  budget  will  be  in- 
creased considerably  over  the  present  year  due  to  the 
added  number  of  tuition  pupils,  which  will  be  explained 
later.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  proposed 
budget  for  the  AREA  plan  is  less  than  the  first  bud- 
get and  provides  for  the  following:  improved  educational 
opportunities  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils 
and  the  provision  of  transportational  facilities  for  both 
the  junior  and  senior  high  school  pupils  going  to  the 
AREA  school.  If  the  incentive  aid  is  voted  by  the 
General  Court  for  AREA  school  tuition  pupils,  the  re- 
duction in  the  budget  under  the  AREA  plan  will  be  in 
excess  of  $2000. 
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Any  additional  aid  that  might  be  forthcoming  must 
be  voted  by  the  General  Court.  Grantham  under  our 
present  laws  has  reached  a  point  where  further  aid  in 
any  substantial  amount  is  not  likely  without  increased 
funds  in  the  State  treasury.  Pressure  will  be  exerted 
to  have  the  General  Court  fully  implement  the  present 
state  aid  formulas  and  each  voter  in  the  district  should 
make  every  effort  to  discuss  the  problem  of  local  tax 
problems  with  his  representatives  to  the  General  Court. 

TUITION 

At  the  present  time  Grantham  is  paying  tuition 
for  twenty-five  pupils,  ten  at  Newport  and  fifteen  at 
Lebanon.  Originally  seventeen  started  in  Lebanon,  but 
two  have  moved  to  that  city.  This  number  will  increase 
to  thirty-three  next  year  due  to  the  large  number  of 
eighth  graders  graduating  this  year  and  only  three  sen- 
iors will  be  finishing  high  school. 

The  number  of  tuition  pupils  has  increased  over 
the  years  as  students  and  parents  realize  the  importance 
of  securing  a  good  education  and  a  high  school  diploma. 
This  trend  will  continue,  but  the  number  of  pupils  attend- 
ing high  school  should  level  off,  based  on  the  number 
of  pupils  now  attending  the  elementary  grades.  It  must 
be  realized  that  the  tuition  rates  will  continue  to  rise 
due  to  added  costs  of  education,  particularly  in  the  area 
of  higher  salaries  for  teachers.  Without  a  doubt,  a 
minimum  teachers'  salary  will  be  voted  by  the  General 
Court,  which  will  be  reflected  in  the  local  budget  next 
year.  To  secure  and  keep  good  teachers  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult,  especially  in  rural  areas. 

The  tuition  rates  for  1987-68  have  been  established 
by  Lebanon  to  be  $500  for  grades  7-9,  and  $585  for 
grades  10-12.  These  two  figures  include  the  rental 
charge  allowable  by  law.  Lebanon's  per  pupil  costs 
have  always  been  at  or  below  the  state  average  per 
pupil  cost.  Newport's  tuition  rate  has  not  been  officially 
established  as  yet,  but  it  is  expected  to  be  in   excess 
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of  $585  including  the  rental  charge.  This  rate  includes 
grades  9  through  12,  which  means  that  ninth  graders 
going  to  Newport  costs  the  District  nearly  $100  more 
than  if  they  attended  Lebanon. 

CONCLUSION 
I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School 
Board,  the  staff  and  the  parents  and  citizens  for  their 
support  of  education  in  Grantham.  The  planning  com- 
mittee for  the  AREA  organization  is  commended  for 
their  efforts  and  time  given.  Education  and  its  many 
problems  are  becoming  more  complex  each  year  and 
the  whole-hearted  support  of  all  the  people  is  needed.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


In  the  spring  of  1966  the  seventh  and  eighth  graders 
were  given  instruction  in  simple  first  aid,  artificial 
respiration,  effects  of  heat  and  cold,  and  discussions  of 
some  of  the  physical  problems  they  may  encounter.  I 
feel  the  students  reacted  with  great  interest  and  they 
have  indicated  a  desire  to  continue  this  instruction.  It 
is  hoped  that  a  primary  health  course  may  be  presented 
to  the  younger  students. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  testing 
done  by  the  school  nurse  is  merely  a  screening  and  is 
not  meant  to  indicate  that  the  child  has  received  a 
professional  examination.  If  the  School  Nurse  finds  any 
signs  of  a  possible  problem,  the  parents  will  be  notified. 
The  notice  concerning  vision  does  not  necessarily  mean 
the  child  needs  glasses,  but  that  a  professional  exami- 
nation is  recommended. 

Due  to  limited  funds  in  the  Dental  Program  and 
an  increase  in  dental  fees,  we  were  unable  to  complete 
all  the  dental  work  requested.  Hopefully  the  parents 
will  take  care  of  the  dental  problems  which  were 
neglected. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers,  students  and  parents 
for  their  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  many  im- 
provements in  the  two  schools.  The  buildings  are  in 
very  good  shape.  The  buildings  were  painted  and  the 
floors  refinished  and  varnished.  At  the  Village  School 
the  grounds  were  graded  to  eliminate  a  water  back-up. 

Each  School  is  equipped  with  a  television  and  a 
special  antenna.  We  plan  to  receive  Educational  TV 
on  Channel  11  when  that  station's  installation  is  com- 
pleted.
